'pHROUGHOUT the northern corn 
* belt, seed corn is In a very pre- 
carious condition and unless we be- 
tln the campaign, vigorously at 
once, there is great danger that wo 
will not have seed corn enough for 
the 192o crop. There are two thing* 
very necessary: First that the seed 
corn which has been gathered early 
and which has not fully matured, 
shall be carefully dried in such a 
manner that it will not mold.

the diagram "A" represents the pig- 
tail heed corn banger which gives 
plenty of air and does not nllow' 
any oar to touch Its neighbor. "B" 
in the diagram Is a life-size wire

THE TRAGEDY OF DR. COOK 


Frederick A. Cook, the Mt. Washington climbci 


"'and the fellow who first got the pennant for discover- 
'ing the North Pole, later was declared "out at home 
and lost the series," is engaged in the occupation of 
fancywork, so it is recorded, in his prison at Fort 
' Worth, Texas. 


Cook was convicted for using the mails to de- 


fraud in the promotion of alleged oil companies. Cook 
is now doing embroidery work, using colors of every 
hue. 
Really, we wonder if Cook has not earned a fair 


living out of the world and the world has simply fail- 
ed to recognize it and forced Cook to try to collect it 
on his own account. lie is an interesting character. 
even if he did not discover the Xorth Polo. He per- 
formed a stunt in regard to it that would have 
brought millions to him if he had had the genius of 
coining it rightly, the way P. T. Barnuni had, who 
simply recognized, as Cook recogni/ed, that you can 
fool a good many of them all the time. 


His description and alleged explanation in de- 


fense of the discovery of the Xorth Pole publir-hcd in 
a magazine sometime after the exposure really would 
entitle the man to some consideration for the remain- 
der of his natural life. It wa« a weird story, fascin- 
ating and thrilling, and if it came only from the ini 
agination it ought to be ground for defence in the lat- 
est exploitation on the ground of insanity. 


And withal, Cook needed the money. But 
he- 


found there was some difference in fooling the world 
into believing that he had reached the top of the earth 
and fooling some other people out of their money by 
worthless stock. But it is probable, by his experien- 
ces, he was led away from the power to discern the 
difference. 
Xow he is making fancywork of vivid 


hues, more or less beauty, and he is bestowing them 
upon his former wife, who divorced him, but is 
standing by him now in his tragedy. 


The life of Frederick Cook ought to make one of 


the best sellers now at a Christmas time, the pro- 
ceeds to be used to p-y the Vc^ of his victim* and 
the remainder to establish brotherhood in some place 
under a guardian where he could be taken care of at 
the world's expense for the way he has thrilled, and 
amused people. If he had done it under pay, he 
could not have done it better.
